PUBLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF THE LAWS. 


Immediately after the adjournment of the last Leg- 
islature, I caused a copy of all laws and joint resolu- 
tions to be prepared for the printer, as required by law. 

On the 21st day of March, 1868, the Printing Board, 
in compliance with the provisions of **An act concern- 
ing general statutes," approved March 3d, 1868, or- 
dered the following advertisement to be published : 

“Proposals for printing, binding and delivering the 
General Statutes of the State of Kansas.—Sealed pro- 
posals, indorsed ‘‘ Proposals for Printing the General 
Statutes," will be received at the office of the Secretary 
of State, at Topeka, Kansas, until the 2d day of April, 
A. D. 1868, for delivering to the Secretary of State, at 
the State capitol, five thousand copies of the volume 
of the general statutes, printed and bound in the 
manner and style prescribed in an act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Kansas, entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing the General Statutes," approved March 3d, 1868.

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At 12’o’clock, w., of the said 2d day of April, the 
board met in my office, and proceeded to open and 
examine the bids on file, received in response to the 
above notice; and upon careful examination and com- 
putation, it was found that M. W. Reynolds, of Law- 
rence, was the lowest and best bidder; and thereupon 
the contract for printing, binding and delivering five 
thousand copies of the general statutes was awarded 
to him. 

Immediately after the conus was executed and 
bond filed, as required by law, John Speer—to whom 
the Printing Board, at their annual letting in Novem- 
ber, 1867, awarded the contract for printing all laws 
passed by the Legislature, prior to the fourth Monday 
in December, 1868 (the contract covering the printing 
for one year,)—demanded of me the copy of the laws 
designed for the general statutes, which I refused to 
give him, as the law, passed at the last session, required 
me to give the copy to the person to whom the contract 
was awarded under the said act. On the 6th day of 
April, he filed his petition in the Supreme Court, pray- 
ing that à writ of mandamus be issued, compelling 
the Secretary of State to furnish the copy, as required 
by the law under which the contract was let. The 
case was fully argued on the 9th, and the Court ordered 
the writ to be issued, and in their decision, stated that | | 
John ‘Speer had a valid contract with the State for 
printing all laws passed by the Legislature, until the 
expiration of his contract, and that the Legislature 
had no power to annul it. 

The commissioners appointed to prepare Head nm 
marginal notes, and superintend the publication of the 
work, took no steps towards arranging the copy for 
the printer, which had been prepared and ready for 
them, in my office, since about the first of April. In 
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the meantime M. W. Reynolds filed his petition in the 
Supreme Court, praying that a writ of mandamus be 
issued against the Secretary of State and the three 
commissioners, requiring them to furnish him with the 
copy for the general statutes, under his contract. On 
the first day of May the case was heard, and the court 
refused to grant the writ. | 

Frequently I wrote the commissioners, urging upon 
them the necessity of the copy: being placed in the 
hands of the printer, but could get no satisfactory 
reply until about the first of July, when the commis- 
sioners took the copy from my office, to arrange for 
publication. 

After the copy was placed in the hands of the prin- 
ter, every effort was made to have the printing com- 
pleted at as early a day as possible, and Mr. Speer is 
entitled to much credit for the energy displayed in the 
publication of a work of such magnitude in so short a 
time, and its execution is such that it will be a lasting 
honor to him as well as to the State. 

The laws published in this volume went into force 
on the 31st day of October, at which time I expected 
to receive them as fast as they could be distributed, 
but in this have been disappointed, for up to this time 
I have not received half enough to supply the officers 
entitled to them. Those that have been received have 
been distributed, a few to each county where I thought 
they would do the most good, so that all parts of the 
State might be benefitted alike. 

The laws might have been distributed months ago, 
if it had not been for the many delays that occurred 
before the copy went into the hands of the printer. 


T have heard many complaints from county officers 


because they could not get the laws, but have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the delays in their publi- 
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cation and. distribution are not chargeable to this 
office. 

The special laws are published in one volume, and ~ 
bound in paper. They took effect on the fifth day of 
December, and: when they are received from the binder 
they will be forwarded to the county clerks for distri- 
bution. 


EQUALIZATION. 


The members of the State Board of Equalization, 
to wit, Secretary of State, Auditor of State and Treas- 
urer of State, met in the Auditor s office on the second 
Monday in August, 1868, and from the abstraets re- 
ceived from the several county clerks, proceeded to 
equalize the valuation of the real estate in the organized 
counties of the State, upon a just and uniform basis, 
and to apportion the amount of tax to be levied by 
each county for general and school purposes. The 
valuation of real estate in many of the counties, espe- 
cially the more wealthy and populous ones, had to be 
raised, as the average was ruinously low. From a few 
counties no returns were received, and all that could 
be done was to -certify the percentage required to be 
levied by each for the various purposes to the county 
clérks. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the board, 
certificates showing the amount of State tax to be. 
raised by each county for general, interest, sinking and 
school funds, were made out and mailed from this of- 
fice to the clerk of each county, at their respective 
county seats. -

The records in this office show that during the fiscal

judicial districts, members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives, member of Congress, and for and

fifteen, of the Constitution of the State.of Kansas. 

The result and determination of said canvass is fully 
shown in the annexed: statements, marked *«A,? “B,” 
L OF “D? “p,” SR? and 66 +.’ 

No returns were received from the counties of Chero- 
kee and Wallace, and I was not authorized to send a 
special messenger for them, as the law fixed the time 
for making the canvass a few days earlier than that for 
sending for the returns not received. 

Poll books and tally sheets were made out for the 
Nineteenth regiment, then stationed near Topeka, and 


forwarded, with a -copy of the law, to the Lieutenant ` 


Colonel commanding the regiment. An election was 
held on the 3d of November, in conformity with law,

CLERK HIRE. 


Before closing this report, in justice to myself and 
my successor, I wish to call the attention of the Legis- 
lature to the fact that the appropriation for clerk hire 


in this office is, and has been for some time, insufficient 


to perform the amount of work there is to be done. 
When I came into the office one clerk was barely 
sufficient to perform the labor, and during the last 
four years the legitimate work of the office has more 
than doubled, and provision should be made for.at 
least two clerks, for without it much work must go 
undone. | | 

I regret to say that I shall be compelled to leave a 
large amount of work unfinished for the want of suf- 
ficient clerical force to do it before my term expires, 
and I do not wish to take the responsibility to employ 
extra help, as the Legislature, at its last session,

refused to give me the extra appropriation asked for 
clerk hire, which the office demanded. | 

I trust the Legislature, at its next session, will make 
liberal appropriations for clerk hire, and that the day 
is not far distant when the officers will have better and 
more secure places in which to keep the records of the 
State.
